Be careful of 
giving pets

mas, we are reminded by pet agencies to 
think twice before giving a pet for Christ¬ 
mas. 

The Southern California Veterinary 
Medical Association suggests the follow¬ 
ing criteria “In order to make the gift 
a pleasure for all concerned”: 
e Select only a healthy appearing pet. 
e Avoid giving young. Immature animals 
to very young children, 
e Even adults can seriously injure a 
young pet If proper care is not taken. 
Minimum age for a puppy or kitten should 
be at least six weeks, 
e Exotic pets such as monkeys, skunks 
or Jungle cats and barnyard animals such 
as goats, ducks or rabbits are rarely 
appropriate as pets. They can be ex¬ 
pensive, dangerous, difficult or unpleasant 
or demanding to care for. 

The Department of Animal Care and 
Control suggests giving a pet and says 
they have a delightful E.T. doll, made 
possible by Marine Corps’ Toys for Tots 
program, to give away. 

County animal shelters urge people 
to surprise the kids with a new pet and 
take home the E.T. doll as well. 

Shelters are open seven days a week 
from 10 a.m. to 7 p.m. on weekdays 
and 8 a.m. to S p.m. Saturday and 
Sunday. Check the white pages under 
L.A. County for the shelter nearest you.
